Stanford Daily lashed 
by Lyman

Concerned over a Stanford Daily article 
which he called ‘ta journalistic atrocity,” 
Stanford University President Richard W 
Lyman wants to divorce the student 
newspaper from the campus by severing 
its financial ties to the university. 

The article, written by a former student 
who was sentenced to 30 days in jail 
because fo his activities in last spring’s 
campus < ‘ruptions, was written while in 
jail and condemned the two students who 
testified against him, causing his 
internment. He called for a hard line to 
be taken against students who betray 
other students, though he specifically 
avoided calling for their punishment. One 
part of the article, the part Lyman took 
objection to, dealt with a description of 
what happens to stool-pigeons in jail 
“The snitch is dealt with very harshly 
when exposed. One common method is 
to cover the snitch with a blanket and 
beat him until he has the consistency of 
chocolate pudding or Jello in other 
prisons, snitches are often punctured with 
sharp instruments.” 

Chiefly because the two students were 
named in the signed article which could 
result in serious personal danger for them, 
Lyman, in his weekly talk on the campus 
radio station Tuesday night, said the 
article “may well have exposed the Daily 
to legal jeopardy.” Bill Evers of the Daily 
staff denied that charge, saying that 

rious deliberation took place before the 
decision was made to include the names 


in the article, and regardless of thet fact 
no legal action can be brought against the 
paper. 

President Lyman, recently appointed to 
the office in the wake of the student 
disorders last spring, is approaching all 
problems at the university with a 
“philosophy of urgency,” an attitude 
which has caused considerable worry 
among faculty and students. His plans for 
the Stanford Daily call for the paper to 
be officially independent of the 
university by the beginning of the next 
academic year. At the present moment, 
the Daily is supported by a fee of $3 per 
student on a yearly basis and operates out 
of university allocated classroom space. 

Legally it is within Lyman’s power to 
refuse them the use of the classroom 
space they now occupy, but though his 
jurisdiction extends that far, he can do 
nothing about the student funding of the 
paper. 

“The reason for the pressure,” Evers 
commented, “is because Lyman sees the 
Daily publishing every day and ina sense 
judging the actions of the administration 
and he doesn’t relish the day-to-day 
watchdog attitude of the paper. He talks 
of ‘responsible journalism’ when he really 
means that closer political opinions 
should exist between the newspaper and 
the administration.” 

Immediate action isn’t pending, but the 
warning has been issued that 
newly-appointed President Richard Ww. 
Lyman wants things his way and only his 
way

He is 
an SSC alumnus, graduated in 1968 with a degree in broadcasting, 
currently working for NBC-TV in Burbank, Calif. In addition to being 
able to view movies in Los Angeles before they reach Sacramento, he is 
an avowed film-buff with a wealth of knowledge in film history and 
criticism from which to draw. His honest commentary and often-times 
dry humor should provide an entertaining as well as informative 
critique of filmdom’s best and worst efforts. If these requirements do 
not appear sufficient cause to warrant a column, suffice it to say he is 
also the news editor’s brother. 


A REVIEW ON REVIEWERS 

The worst thing a reviewer should do is to criticize the competition, 
says the competition. . 

What is wrong with the movies, (and, of course, there is much that is 
wrong) owes a great deal to the critics who review them. The proper 
role of a critic is to inform his or her readers as to the merits and/or 
flaws of the particular work being discussed. This is accomplished 
through, hopefully, some knowledge of his craft and a quasi-sub ect 
reportage. 

Movies, all too often, have been the target of narrowminded, 
uniformed nitpickers, whose only reviews should be of cattle auctions. 
Instead of informing, they inflame; instead of reviewing a film, they 
revile it. Granted most films are flawed, either by their directors, their 
actors, or, as in most cases, by a combination of the two, and at times 
with a stray producer in there for taste. It is not the job of a critic to 
tear down the industry, rather it is his duty, as one who is in a position 
of power, to aid the industry he criticizes by creating an atmosphere for 
better films 

He can do this by reviewing a film honestly, pointing out its errors 
when they’re found and applauding its virtues when they are present 
Do not forget it is very possible to enjoy a “bad” film and dislike a 
good one. After all the uitimate decision on any film rests with the 
individual ticket buyer 
More often this decision has nothing to do with the quality of the 
film, but rather that elusive value, entertainment (Too many critics 
don’t accept the term and.tao little of the public knows anything else.) 
It is that rare critic who can distinguish the difference and explain it to 
his readers as well. Do not let the critic make the final decision for you 
If a film gets a rave review or a bitter one from a hack, how valid can it 
be? Learn to judge a good critic. How? Read as many different critics as 
you can, but keep track of their records 

See the films, read the reviews, you'll soon find out which critic is 
most closely akin to your philosophy. There are ways to figure out any 
critic. 

In the reviews this reporter will submit for your consideration it is 
hoped that some good will come. The structure of the reviews will be 
informal, yet informative. Humorous at times but, hopefully, always 
humane. Most of all they will be honest reviews, written by someone 
who is aware of the value and importance of film. Also, by someone 
who is in love with them, and that is what everyone should be
